9. Report: Effects of No LeftTurns @ Water SL/Mass. Ave. and Spengler Way/Mass. Ave. 

Edward Starr, Transportation Advisory Committee 

In the summer of 2011, a trial of left turn restrictions was initiated at the Mass. Avenue, Water Street and Spengler 
Way intersection to improve pedestrian safety. The trial made left turns illegal from Water Street and Spengler Way 
onto Mass. Avenue. The TAC has found fewer left 

turns and accidents at those intersections and only minor traffic pattern changes during the first year the signs were 
in place. As a result of this analysis, the TAC recommends the following: 

1. Maintain the No Left Turn restriction from Water Street to Mass. Avenue and 
from Spengler Way to Mass. Avenue. 

2. Evaluate the crash data in two years. If there are continuing major pedestrian safety 
issues, consider more extensive means of control as outlined in the TAC report of 
January 24, 2011. 

Mr. Curro moved receipt of report from TAC and approved the extension of recommendations for two years. TAC will 
revisitthis in October of 2013. SO VOTED (3-0)
